Republic Only Will Stop 
Bloodshed.

THIS ONLY WILL 
SATISFY PEOPLE 
Peking Not Aware 
Depth of Popular 
Feeling. 


Shanghai, Dec, 20—"I am convinc- 
ed that the abdicticn of the emperor 
and the establishment of a republic 
is the only thing that will satisfy the 
people of China and prevent further 
wholesale shedding of blood,” 

This statement was made tonight by 
Tang Shao Yi, representative of Yuan 
Shi Kai, the premier, after the sen- 
sion of the peace ccmference, 

Continuing he said: “Peking is not 
aware of the depth or extent of popu- 
lar feeling in the south, Even though 
somewhat prepared I am astonished to 
find such a change from an attitude 
of patient forebearance to dogged 
patriotic determination. It now ap: 
pears certainly too late to save the 
dynasty. 

“It will be difficult to persuade Yuan 
Shi Kai to abandon his plan fcr a 
limited monarchy, but we must use 
every endeavor to secure peace and 
end this awful bloodshed and the 
suffering among my people.”

DEFENDS HI6 SYSTEM, 
Editor Bulletin, 

Sir,—Referring to an article in & 
recent issue of your esteemed paper 
in which briefly you mention some- 
thing which Commissioner Candy said 
wubout the method of sewage disposal 
advocated by me, but which was fully 
reported in your contemporaries to 
the effect that the methcdl is an old 
one which was tried out in England 
and failed, that it was only intended 
fof small institutions and that its or- 
igin is not due to me, I trust you will 
give me the use of your columns for 
the correction of these mis-statements 
which to me are of some importance. 

In proof that my metnod of dispos- 


al is neither an old one, nor yet one 
that has faiied, I may say that the 


British rceyal commission on sewage , 


purification which has sat for thirteen 
years and during this time has pub- 
lished thousands of pages of evidence 
and accounts of investigations, and 
has done, or been the means of doing 
much valuable work, so difficult of at- 
gestion, even by itself, that it has 
periodically summarized it in reports, 
has just issued its seventh such sum- 
mary report, and this is the first re- 
port of the commission to contain any 
mention whatsoever cf any method of 
sewage disposal designed on similar 
principles tu those on which I made 
my designs. This ought to be suffici- 
ent evidence that the pringiples under- 
lying this method are not old, 

The follawing is an editorial taken 
from The Engineer, (page 553, Dec. 
Ist, 1911) one of the foremost British 
Séientific journals:— 

“The royal commission ‘on sewage 
disposal has net yet finished its lab- 
cars. It has just issued another re- 
pase seventhr—and +t: Will. cere 
tainly have to publish one other, if not 
more. The present blue book contains 
rst of all the minutes of evidence 
Of the treatment of trade effluents, 
but na pronouncement on them, and, 
gecondly, some reports in the prelim- 
inary treatment of sewage in slate 
beds, The slate bed, it is explained, 
is a tank ih which tiers of siates are 
laid horizontally one above the other, 
separated at a vertical distance apart 
of about 2 1-2 inches by blocks cf 
the same material. These beds were 
introduced some time ago by Mr. W. J. 
Dibdin, who claimed that crude sew- 
age could ba to same extent purified 
On them, and that the sludge could be 
periodically flushed cut with water. 
The general trend of the reports is 
that beds such as these should be 
regarded more as primary settling of 
septic tanks than as contact beds, the 
effluent from them being for practical 
purposes indistinguishable from a 
tank of effluent. Subsequent single 
contact, it is stated, is net sufficient to 
Produce a satisfactory final effjJuent 
with an originally weak sewage, 
though a non-putrescible effluent can 
be contained with one percolating fil- 
ter in the case of an originally weak 
Sewage. This type of bed certainly 
possesses cne good feature, The 
sludge it preduces is nearly odorless, 
and if run off each day and allowed to 
dry it gives rise to practically no nuis- 
arice. It is even said that if all the 
slates are removed from a bed the 
Smell in it is no worse than that in a 
damp cellar. The commissioners think 
that on this account the process is de- 
serving of consideration in those cases 
in which reduction of smell at a sew- 
age installation is of primary import- 
ance."

500. The naval, ordinary and pon- 
payment recruits expenditure, shows 
an ingrease of 25,540,000°marks, ‘or 
$6,385,000, but the extraordinary ex- 
penditure for the navy is decreased by 
26,340,000 marks, or $6,585,000. The 
army increase is due to the larger 
amount voted in the Reichstag during 
the last session.
